Charge of Embezzling $5,000 Made by 
Ex-Manager Richard Heard—House 
Detectives at First the 
eer, but He Gets Aid from the Har. 
rison Street Police—Then a Justice |

The troubles with which sig, Pietro Mas- 
cagni, the Itallan composer, has been beset 
since he landéd on American @oil, reached a 
climax in this city last night. The bearer 
of the lategt trouble was a Cook county 
constable. 

With Mmé, Mascagni, Count Rozwadows- 
.ki, the Italig@n consul, the Countess Rozwa- 
dowski, and los Marchetti, the composer 
was sitting At a wine supper in his own 
apartments fi the Auditorium annex at 11:30 
p. m. when the constable entered and ar- 
rested him the charge of embez- 
zling $5,000. 

At 1 o’clock this morning Mascagni suc- 
ceeded in giving a bond of $10,000, signed by 
Attorney Adolph Marks, and was not re- 
quired to leave the hotel, where until yester- 
day he was confined to his bed by illness. 


Blocked by House Detectives. 

. While the tounty constable, . Daniel 
Carthy, was first serving the warrant issued 
by Justice Underwood two house detectives 
broke in offtthe scene. They seized the 
constable and, after a fracas, in which he 
was bruised under the eye, they threw a 
trom the room. 

McCarthy appealed to the atreyt 
police station, and two policemen were sent 
to his aid. After argument with the hotel 
employés the constable was allowed.to return 
to the room and complete the service, after 
which arrangements for giving bond were 
completed. Mr. Marks, the bondsman, went 
to the residence of the justice and pres ar- 
ranged the matter. 

The charge against Mascagni was sworn 
to by Richard Heard, the man under whose 

composer's western tour was 

Part of the amount represents

Crowd Watches the Contest. 

The conflict between the constable, Heard,

evening dress as interested spectators below. 
Over two hours were consumed in the efforts 
to place the composer under arrest and ar- 
range his bond. * Several times the hotel was 
in excitement, the detectives declaring that 
they would protect the guest and the con- 
stable protesting that he would hold the. 
hotel management responsible for the aareny 
of his prisoner. | 

All during the day Manager Heard had 
been endeavoring to find an opportunity to 
attach some of the personal belongings of 
Mascagni, but late in the evening he changed 
his plan and swore out the warrant. 


Entrance of the Constable. 

At 11:20 o'clock the constable, with Heard 
and Attorney George I. Hicks, entered the 
hotel. The employés got an inkling that 
there was trouble in store for Mascagni, 
but their efforts to prevent it were mis- 
directed. The three men went up to Mas- 
cegni’s room, where he has been in seclusion 
since hig iliness. Heard bad made an ap- 
pointment for himself, he not having seer 
Mascagni for nearly a week, Ostensibly he 
was to ask for an advance in money. 

Under this pretense they gained entrance 
to the room, and the constable took a position 
‘opposite the unsuspecting composer. 

**I have a warrant here for your arrest,” 
he said. M@Carthy is a rather old, white 
bearded. man, and he was already trembling 
with excitement. He began to read his pa- 

pers, stopping to ask:

Mrs. Nellie Campbell,:alleged keeper of a 
“baby farm” in Grand avenue, was crim- 
inally responsible for the death of the in- 
fant, Louise, which occurred at her home 
several months ago. 

When the verdict was reached last night 
it was sealed, and will be opened in Judge 
Chetlain’s courtroom this morning. Until 
then its purport may not be known to a cer- 
tainty, but there were circumstances.in the 
closing of the trial that lead the prosecu- 


tion to believe that the woman fared ill at 


the hands of the jurors. On the other hand, 
the. woman’s lawyers hope that the quick 
verdict means acquittal. The charge against 
the woman is manslaughter. 

The case was given to the jury at 5:30 


o'clock, and after a wait of fifteen minutes 


the court adjourned, with instructions that 
in the event a verdict was reached later it 


should be sealed and the jurors released.

With the growth of the college the demands 
for its graduates have increased, each suc- 
cessful student in a business house acting as.

Finding it not only advisable to 
secure positions for the students, thereby 
making them more useful, and giving them 
immediate opportunity to put what they had 
learned to the test, besides broadening the 
scope of influence of the college, an émploy- 
ment bureau was established and C. W.
